Bounty Off Hair Seals 


The hair seal or habor seal has been 
hunted by man in our area for a long time, 
first by Indians who used it for food and other 
purposes, and more ré- 
cently. by fishermen who 
régard this animal as a 
competitor for fish and # 
destroyer of nels. For a 
number of years the shoot- 
4ng of seals was encouraged 
by the Federal Department 
of Fisheries which paid $5 
for each nose ‘submitted, 
but. recently Ottawa has 
announced that this bounty 
will be dropped. To con- 
servationists this is a welcome plece of news; 
it is falling in line with the thinking of Provin- 
cial game managers who are convinced that 
the bounty system ‘js ineffectual and have dis- 
continued it so far as British Columbia is con- 
cerned. 

But the main reason the federal govern- 
ment has ceased to subsidize the killing of 
hair seals is that the bunting of these animals 
has been stepped up tremendously by a sudden 
demand for the hides. A European market 
now takcs all the skins that can be provided 
with the result that hunters now-receive any- 
where from $20 to $50 for a good pelt. Even 
though bounty payments ceased on July 31 the 
hunting for hair seals is still a lucrative busi- 
ness and consequently we may expect to see 
fewer of these interesting animals along our 
beaches 


In fact it may be necessary to place a curb 
on the killing until it is determined more ac- 
curately just how many hair seals we have on 
the Pacific Coast. Rough estimates of the 
poplation have been made in the past but they 
are admittedly only “‘guesstimates."’--It-is-ex- 
ceedingly difficult to make a count of such a 
wary animal’ particularly when one considers 
the complexity of our coast line. The animals 
tend to collect in certain areas such as at a 


river mouth to feed or to breed and it is pos-, 


sible here to make a fairly close count but no 
one knows how many such groupings there are 
and there is no easy way of counting all the in- 
dividuals and family groups that are scattered 
along the coast. 

However, the problem has been recognized 
and _a start on finding answers has been nfade. 
This season two. graduate students from the 
University of British Colunibia are studying the 
hair seal with the idea of learning more about 
its biology. The data-they gather will do much 
to forward our knowledge in this field. 

= the meantime there is probably no im- 
mediate danger of hair seals being exterm- 
inated; they are far too smart an animal to. be 
easily killed off. But they certainly can be 
gréatly reduced in numbers by organized hunt- 
ing and they can be scared away from local 
areas where people like to see them. It would 
be a great pity if the hair seal were to become 
as rare as the.sea otter in our waters.

“A child’s perception is his 
ability to recognize forms 
and directions in things, 
which is basic to reading. 

“What-t-am-interested in 
is analysis of each _child’s 
ability. and to define his 
difficulty, why he.can't read 
or engage in meaningful 
conversation,” ” Frostig 
sald. 

“There are many basic dif-— 


ficulties and many series of 
tests and individual inter- 
views. We use all possible 


methods of trying to under- 
stand another human being. It 
takes several weeks. 

“Then we try. to develop a 
program for the individual 
child to compensate for his 
difficulties, 

“A few weeks ago I was 
called in to help. a ctiild who 
opaaet rg read. I fonnd all we 


had-to do was devise a special 
marker for the words.. He 
had poor eye movement.” 

Such problems could arise 
at any level of intelligence, in- 
cluding “the exceptionally 
bright. child." “‘The. more in- 
telligent is often the forgotten 
child,” Dr. Frostig pointed 
out.. She is developing courses 
ior them now, 

What she is trying to do is 
get more teachers to use her 
methods in the oftinary class- 
room where trouble often is 
first spotted. 

A great number of her tests 
have been distributed in Can- 
ada-and she.has had Canadian 
children at her school.

De- 
mand has now exceeded 
supply to a point where raw 
wool is imported from On- 
tario and even Australia. 

Mrs. Underwood spun wool 
herself when she was a girl. 
She remembers the job as 
tedious and discouragingly 
hard for a beginner’s fingers. 

She dispels the legend that 
the wool is never washed, It 
is, several times, but in such 
a way that the natural olls 
aren't removed.

blight, a fungus, and leaf roll 
virus, two major potato 
diseases. 
“There is a serious danger of 
an epidemic of blight, particu- 
larly in the Fraser Valley 
where the weather has been 
damper and cooler than on Van- 
couver Island,"’ he said. 

But Mr. Foster said there is 
no cause for alarm if the farm- 
ers have been regularly spray- 
tng their crops. . 

APHIDS HELP 

Blight-and leaf roll virus, the 
latter spread by an aphis, can 
easily be controlled, he said, 
if growers ‘take proper - pre- 
cautions.
